He had to ask the Queen’s permission to allow 
it to go ahead. It is a formality nowadays but 
still something that has to be done. 

“I think it is wonderful news and we in par¬ 
liament could hear the bells ringing at West¬ 
minster Abbey. 

“Royal weddings do not happen very often 
and during a difficult economic time it will be 
wonderful to have such a joyous occasion.”

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Gay pair 
fight for

A GAY couple fight¬ 
ing for the right to 
cement their 18-year 
relationship with a 
civil marriage licence 
have vowed to fight 
for equality in the 
courts after their 
wedding bid was 
turned down. 

Matthew Toresen, aged 
48, and Scott Maloney, 
aged 42, from Westone, 
in Northampton, vowed 
to keep fighting for their 
right to wed after North¬ 
ampton Register Office 
turned down their appli¬ 
cation for a civil marriage 
licence yesterday. Speak¬ 
ing after the attempt, both 
men said they were not 
surprised with the deci¬ 
sion. 

“We told them we had 
come for a licence to mar¬ 
ry and they pointed out 
that the legislation was 
only eligible for people 
of opposite genders and 
offered us a licence for a 
civil partnership, which 
we refused and then they 
wished us the best of 
luck,” said Mr Toresen. 

“We knew this would 
happen and they were 
very polite and friendly 
which made it a more 
pleasant experience. But 
this is not the end and 
hopefully next time we 
come here it will be for an 
actual wedding; 18 years 
is a long time to wait.” 

Mr Maloney said: “We 


are glad we came here to¬ 
day. 

“Civil partnerships 
have been pioneers but 
the next step is to let all 
people be entitled to a civil 
partnership and all people 
be entitled to a marriage. 
Everyone should have the 
chance to choose what is 
right for them, whether 
they are heterosexual or 
gay.” 

The couple’s bid is part 
of the new Equal Love 
campaign, which is seek¬ 
ing to overturn the twin 


prohibitions on gay mar¬ 
riages and heterosexual 
civil partnerships. They 
were the third of eight 
couples to challenge the 
bans. 

The ‘Equal Love’ cam¬ 
paign is co-ordinated by 
human rights campaigner 
Peter Tatchell. He said: 
“The result was expected, 
although we had a glim¬ 
mer of hope that the reg¬ 
istrar might be bold and 
grant a licence in recogni¬ 
tion that the ban on gay 
marriages is unjust.”

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Firm to 
power 
speed 
attempt 


ENGINEERS from Northamp¬ 
ton are working on an en¬ 
gine which will help power 
a record-breaking attempt to 
drive a car at more than 1,000 
mph. 

Workers from St James-based 
Cosworth have built a special ver¬ 
sion of their Formula 1 engine to be 
used in the Bloodhound Supersonic 
Car, which it is hoped will reach 
l,050mph when it is driven across a 
South African desert in 2012. 

Cosworth’s chief executive, Tim 
Routsis, said staff at the Northamp¬ 
ton firm had been delighted to work 
on such a prestigious project. 

He said: “The invitation to par¬ 
ticipate in such a high profile and 


adventurous project is both exciting 
and a privilege for Cosworth. 

“We look forward to working with 
the Bloodhound team to develop the 
new technology necessary to achieve 
the record and inspire a new genera¬ 
tion of engineers and scientists.” 

Bloodhound has been designed by 
the British team which set the cur¬ 
rent land speed record of 763 mph 
with their Thrust car in 1997. 

As well as the Cosworth power 
unit, Bloodhound will also be pow¬ 
ered by both a rocket and a jet en¬ 
gine. 

The Cosworth engine will be used 
to supply fuel to the rocket, pumping 
the fluid at an average speed of 75 
pints a second. 

As well as their engine, Cosworth

will also supply electronics for 
Bloodhound which will help control 
the vehicle and allow engineers and 
members of the public to see data 
beamed back from the car during its 
record attempts. 

The car will be driven by Wing 
Commander Andy Green, who pi¬ 
loted Thrust in 1997. 

He said: “I’ve met graduate engi¬ 
neers who are adamant our previ¬ 
ous record was what inspired their 
career choice as youngsters. 

“That sort of thing makes all the 
effort worthwhile. Bloodhound will 
be so much faster and, we hope, will 
fire up every school kid about sci¬ 


ence and technology.” 

Bloodhound’s record-breaking at¬ 
tempt is planned to be held on the 
Hakskeen Pan in South Africa, a 
space the size of 4,800 football pitch¬ 
es, during summer 2012. 


Last week, the Cosworth engine 
secured another success with its 
first pole position since the company 
returned to Formula 1 earlier this 
year.

AFTER almost a decade 
spent sniffing out crimi¬ 
nals, one of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police's long¬ 
est serving canine staff 
members is set to paws 
for some rest. 

Toby, a 10-year-old springer 
spaniel, spent his last day of 
service with the police force 
assisting on Operation Guard¬ 
ian drugs raids in Northamp¬ 
ton last Thursday. 

But after nine years spent 


sniffing out drugs, firearms 
and cash, Toby is now set 
to spend the rest of his days 
pursing more leisurely canine 
pursuits. 

Dog handler Ian McDonald 
said: “He was taken in as a 
rescue dog when he was only 
12 months old and has worked 
with us for nine years. 

“He has been a very profi¬ 
cient dog, capable of finding 
drugs, firearms and cash. Par¬ 
ticularly in the last two years, 
when we have been conduct¬ 
ing Operation Guardian and 


have had some really good 
results, Toby has played a big 
part in that. 

“He has found some massive 
quantities of drugs in the past 
and has worked as hard as an¬ 
yone else. It is time for him to 
put his paws up. He is still in 
good health but we have got to 
the point in his career where 
he deserves to relax and go for 
walks and play.” 

But despite their close re¬ 
lationship, Pc McDonald will 
not be keeping Toby, who has 
been through special training 


to enable him to signal when 
he finds suspicious material. 

He said: “Normally the dog 
handler is given the option of 
keeping the dog. 

“I’m not able to take Toby, 
but he will be going to a good 
home. 

“We are very selective when 
we re-home our dogs and we 
make sure the person is right 
for the dog. I have worked 
with Toby for four years.” 

Toby will be replaced on the 
force by a 13-month-old spring¬ 
er spaniel, named Billy.

TWO inspirational young 
men who have turned their 
lives around after troubled 
childhoods have been hon¬ 
oured at a moving awards 
ceremony. 

Such was the power of their per¬ 
sonal stories, Joe Dilley, aged 21, 
and Stephen Shippey, aged 19, both 
from Northampton, were jointed 
awarded Northamptonshire’s 
first ever police Young People of 
the Year (YOPEY) award. 

The pair received their award, 
as well as a share of the first prize 
of £1,000 for the winners and their 
chosen charity, at a ceremony to 
celebrate some of the county’s 
young unsung heroes last Friday. 

Guests at Rockingham Motor 
Speedway heard the inspirational 
stories of all 12 young nominees. 

Joe, of Abbots Way, in St James, 
was praised by judges from turn¬ 
ing his back on a childhood blight¬ 
ed by crime and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

The former tearaway, who told 
the ceremony his lowest point 
came when he was arrested for 
stealing a car, now volunteers at 
Northampton’s Youth At Risk 
project every week and even saved 
a man from choking to death while 


working as a barman. 

The judges praised Joe for giv¬ 
ing up more than 700 hours of his 
time as a volunteer, saying he 
“demonstrates a mature under¬ 
standing of giving back”. 

Speaking afterwards, Joe said 
the prize had left him “lost for 
words”. He said: “It is amazing, 
phenomenal, it is every single 
good word you can think of.” 

Stephen, of St James, in North¬ 
ampton, was nominated after he 
found himself homeless after flee¬ 
ing his violent mother when he 
was young. 

Just two years ago, judges said, 
Stephen was sleeping rough in bus 


shelters or underneath a skate¬ 
board ramp and was “destined for 
jail”. However, he is now a fledg¬ 
ling youth worker and helps other 
troubled teens. 

The judges selected Stephen be¬ 
cause he is “the perfect role mod¬ 
el” with an attitude to life “to be 
admired and emulated”. 

Stephen said: “I am shocked, I 
really didn’t think I would win..” 

Music promoter Daniel John¬ 
son, aged 24, from Northampton, 
was one of three second placed 
winners, while 15-year-old Corey 
Haseley won the junior YOPEY 
for his amazing battle against a 
life-limiting illness.

A TASTY Northampton takeaway has 
reached the final of the BBC Food and 
Farming Awards in the hunt for the 
best fast food destination in the coun¬ 
try. 

Mr Dutchy Caribbean cuisine, in 
Kettering Road, has been shortlisted 
for the Best Takeaway Award in this 
year’s contest and the winners will be 
revealed at the BBC Good Food Show 
at the Birmingham NEC on November 
24. 

The takeaway, run by Paul Marcus 
Boyce, has been open for just over a 
year and specialises in contemporary 
home-cooked Caribbean dishes using 
fresh ingredients. 

Two of the awards’ judges, Charles 
Campion and Simon Parkes, recently 
visited Mr Dutchy to see the kitchen 
and sample food, including jerk chick¬ 
en, curried goat, dumplings, rice and 
peas and hard dough bread.

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£200,000 bill 


for consultants 


FIGURES released under 
the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act have revealed 
Northampton Borough 
Council paid consult¬ 
ants more than £200,000 
to help work out how 
much the Guildhall's 
staff should be paid. 

The borough council pub¬ 
lished the details of its pay and 
grading review last month. 

The scheme will see 24 per 
cent of the council’s 1,174 staff 
lose money from their an¬ 
nual wage as part of a process 
which is designed to guaran¬ 
tee fair pay between men and 
women. 

And latest figures revealed 
by the authority show it paid 
external consultants £212,260 
to help carry out the review 
between September 2008 and 
last month. 

The bill has been attacked 
as a waste by opposition lead¬ 
ers on the council, but the 
leader of the authority, Coun¬ 
cillor Brian Hoare (Lib Dem, 
Abington) defended bringing 
in the outside experts. 

He said: “In 2008, the coun¬ 
cil’s new chief executive iden¬ 
tified that the authority was 
failing to deliver its legal obli¬ 
gation to implement a fair pay 
and grading scheme. 

“This failure meant it was 
likely the council would re¬ 


ceive an increasing number 
of equality and discrimina¬ 
tion claims that would have 
cost the authority thousands 
of pounds. 

“So we needed to imple¬ 
ment a fair scheme as quickly 
as possible. 

“At various points, we have 
had to bring in specialists 
with the right experience and 
expertise to help us. We’ve 
now delivered the goal of 
creating a fair pay structure 
which means the authority 
is no longer at risk of being 
sued.” 

A council spokesman added 
the authority had also em¬ 
ployed an independent chair¬ 
man to sit on its ‘job evalu¬ 
ation panel’ during the pay 
review and extra staff were 
used to deal with work cre¬ 
ated by the project. 

But the leader of the Con¬ 
servative opposition group 
at the Guildhall, Councillor 
David Palethorpe (Con, Bill¬ 
ing) condemned the consult¬ 
ants’ bill, suggesting that 
whoever had been brought in 
to help carry out the pay re¬ 
view had done very well out 
of the process. 

He said: “Many people will 
think that £212,000 is a huge 
amount of money to waste on 
an exercise that was essen¬ 
tially designed to cut people’s 
income.”

COLLEAGUES of a cleaner 
who risked his life to save 
a swan have compensat¬ 
ed him after he lost some 
money during the rescue. 

Steve Newton, who works at 
Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil headquarters at John Dryden 
House, risked his life by wading 
into the River Nene when he saw 
a swan drowning. 

In the process £60 in bank notes 
in his pocket were destroyed. 

But now staff, who work at 
John Dryden House, were so im¬ 
pressed with his display of kind¬ 
ness they have collected more 
than £100 for him. 

Vicky Stock, who works in the 
Catermasters staff canteen said: 
“Where Steve saved the swan is 
level with our smoking area and 
a lot of people saw what happened 
and word spread around. 

“I just put a copy of the Chron 
newspaper article next to the till 
at lunch and that sealed it. 

“We were only open for an hour 
but people were happy to give as 
we all know him. 

“Steve’s the council hero.” 

Mr Newton spent about 20 min¬ 
utes chest deep in the cold water 
to release the bird’s leg and wing 
from a metal grille. 


Mr Newton said: “I went into 
the water without thinking about 
the money and when I’d come out 
it was like papier mache. 

“I didn’t want to accept the 
money at first because at the 
end of the day I was only both¬ 


ered about saving the swan, but 
I was pleased they had a collec¬ 
tion.” 

The extra collection money has 
been donated to the RSPCA, who 
cared for the swan following the 
rescue.

crimes 


POLICE will launch a Christ¬ 
mas crackdown on festive 
shoplifters who target town 
centres businesses later this 
month. 

Officers are to launch Operation 
Brush, a campaign that will com¬ 
bine high-visibility policing in the 
town’s shopping centres with un¬ 
dercover patrols to prevent an in¬ 
crease in thefts during the festive 
season. 

Shop workers in the town centre 
will also receive reminders from 
police about being vigilant during 
the Christmas season and about 
how to spot potential shoplifters. 

The campaign is to be launched 
at the end of November and will be 
run throughout December and into 
the New Year to take in the Janu¬ 
ary sales. 


It will be run alongside North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, shop¬ 
keepers and existing security staff 
in the Grosvenor Centre and other 
areas in town. 

Sheridan New, general manager 
of the Grosvenor Centre, said shop 
workers were prepared to tackle 
the prospect of increased thefts. 

He said: “We get a huge increase 
of welcome visitors at Christmas 
and we get a smaller increase of 
unwelcome visitors. Shopkeepers 
are always on the lookout for shop¬ 
lifting, all year round, but they 
are even more geared up for shop 
thefts at Christmas. This opera¬ 
tion is about deterrent more than 
anything. All our shop staff get a 
reminder of the things they should 
be doing so it is a pro-active op¬ 
eration rather than a reactive one. 



“We are grateful for the huge 
amount of police support we get all 
year, but especially at this time of 
year.” 

Sergeant Matt Phillips, police 
town centre manager, said volun¬ 
teers from the force’s special con¬ 
stabulary will provide more of a 
visible presence in the town for the 
six-week campaign. 

He said the operation will also 
include council CCTV operatives 


and shop security staff. 

Sgt Phillips said: “We are putting 
in extra police at this time because 
it is the time when the foot fall in 
the town centre goes up and we 
need to match that with extra po¬ 
licing. 

“It is about preventing people 
from becoming victim of crime and 
preventing anti-social behaviour 
in the town centre rather than re¬ 
acting to it.”

MPs backing 


call for cash 


COUNTY Hall has enlisted 
the help of MPs to drive 
home their belief that 
Northamptonshire receives 
less Government cash than 
it deserves. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s draft budget is to be set 
confirmed next month and the lo¬ 
cal authority needs to find at least 
£100 million of savings. 

Yesterday cabinet members 
met the county’s seven Conserva¬ 
tive MPs to ask their help to max¬ 
imise the county’s Government 
grant settlement, which politi¬ 
cians have historically seen as 
inadequate. 

Chris Heaton-Harris, Conserv¬ 
ative MP for Daventry, said: “The 
population growth for Northamp¬ 
tonshire is underfunded current¬ 
ly never mind for the future. 

“We were asked to ask the Gov¬ 
ernment to work on current fig¬ 
ures. That means that the settle¬ 
ment grant will be a lot higher. 

“We’ll make sure that minis¬ 
ters received the letter and they 
are aware of the latest statistics. 

“In Northamptonshire we are 
willing to take our share of the 
cuts but based on fair figures.” 

A letter highlighting the short¬ 
fall, signed by county council 
leader Jim Harker and the re¬ 
gion’s MPs, was sent to the treas¬ 
ury in September. 

But, with the sum allocated to

Northamptonshire for the next 
year expected to be revealed by 
the treasury at the start of De¬ 
cember, the cabinet is seeking to 
emphasise its position. 

Both sides believe the fund¬ 
ing formula does not reflect the 
population growth the county 
has seen. 

Between 2001 and 2021, the 
number of houses in Northamp¬ 
tonshire has been forecast to rise 
by 39 per cent against a national 
growth rate of nine per cent. 

Cabinet member for communi¬ 


cations, Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh, said: “Northamptonshire 
is a particularly transient place 
which is not reflected in the allo¬ 
cation of money we get. 

“We believe the Government 
is using out-of-date figures which 
detrimentally affect how much 
we are awarded. 

“The MPs have agreed to talk 
to treasury ministers and we will 
keep pursuing this with the Gov¬ 
ernment and keep lobbying right 
up until the funding announce¬ 
ment.” 


‘Get tough on banks’ 


A NORTHAMPTON MP has 
urged the Government to “get 
tough” on banks and demand 
they start lending money to 
small businesses. 

Speaking during a House of 
Commons backbench debate 
on Britain’s policy for growth, 
Conservative MP for North¬ 
ampton South Brian Binley 
demanded to know what action 


the coalition government was 
doing to help small and medi¬ 
um firms. 

He said: “We need the Gov¬ 
ernment to get tough with 
banks. We need them to point 
out that there is a real need 
for them to be interactive with 
small and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses and it’s not happening. 

“Tine words butter no 


parsnips’ as my grandmother 
would have said. I want to hear 
what action the minister is go¬ 
ing to take to make sure small 
businesses get the money they 
need.” 

Louise Bagshawe, MP for 
Corby, also criticised the “in¬ 
vidious practice” of banks ask¬ 
ing small businesses to give 
“personal guarantees”.

A PLEA to support a 
minimum price per unit 
of alcohol to reduce the 
impact of drink on the 
county is set to be re¬ 
jected by at least one 
Northamptonshire MR 

After an alcohol harm 
reduction strategy was pre¬ 
sented to a health scrutiny 
committee at County Hall last 
week, members agreed they 
would write to all county MPs 
to lobby the Government on 
the alcohol issue, which costs 
Northamptonshire about £200 
million year. 

But Michael Ellis, North¬ 
ampton North MP, indicated 
he would decline the request. 

He said he supported a min¬ 
imum price on high strength 
booze and a ban on below cost 
price drink, but not a blanket 
approach of a minimum price 
per unit of all alcohol. Michael 
Ellis said: “I respect the com¬ 
mittee’s view but I disagree 
with it. It is a national issue 
not just an issue for North¬ 
amptonshire unfortunately. 

“I don’t see why the major¬ 
ity of people who enjoy alco¬ 
hol should be punished for 
the sake of those who misuse 
it. If the committee writes me 
a letter I’ll write back to that 
effect.” 

The committee’s resolution 
to write to Northamptonshire 
MPs came after a meeting 
last Wednesday when they 
pledged to request their sup-

port to “highlight to Govern¬ 
ment the importance of intro¬ 
ducing a national minimum 
price per unit of alcohol, in 
response to Northampton¬ 
shire’s Strategy findings that 
one in three adults in the 
county are drinking too much 
and the increasing cost to po¬ 
lice and health services”. 

Two other MPs who spoke 
to the Chron yesterday said 
they would support the move. 

Andrea Leadsom, Conserv¬ 
ative MP for South Northamp¬ 
tonshire, said she recognised 
what a massive issue alcohol 
had become for the county. 

Brian Binley, the Conserv¬ 
ative MP for Northampton 
South, said a minimum price 
per unit was not the solution 
on its own but would help 
support the idea. 

He said: “They have my 
support but we need to recog¬ 
nise that there are other im¬ 
moral practices going on such 
as selling below cost price.”

Fridge works 
for 92 years!

A DISTRICT councillor 
stands by the motto "if 
it ain't broke, don't fix 
it" when it comes to his 
92-year-old fully-func¬ 
tioning fridge. 

Tory councillor, Ian Pas¬ 
ley-Taylor, aged 70, of Coton 
Manor, Guilsborough, be¬ 
lieves his fridge was made in 
1918 before it was bought by 
his grandfather Harold Bry¬ 
ant, who had it shipped over 
from America in 1923. 

The 5ft timber-framed mod¬ 
el, which is believed to be one 
of the first made by American 
company Frigidaire, is pos¬ 
sibly the oldest functioning 
fridge in the UK. 

Mr Pasley-Taylor, who lives 
with his wife Susie, aged 67, 
said: “It’s been passed down 
the generations. 

“Fve never thought of any 
reason to get rid of it. It’s 
gone on working and I think 
if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.” 

The fridge was a luxury to 
Mr Pasley-Taylor’s grandfa¬ 
ther when he bought it and 
it was inherited by Mr Bry¬ 
ant’s daughter Haroldine, 
who lived in the manor house 
with her husband Henry Pas- 
ley-Tyler, and they passed it 
on to their son Ian in 1990. 

The fridge has never bro¬ 
ken and the only work done 
to it was when it had its door 
hinges replaced two years 
ago. 

Mr Pasley, who has three 
children and two grandchil¬ 


dren, said: “It’s been a fixture 
here so long that nobody re¬ 
ally comments on it now. We 
have never had any trouble 
with it. 

“It was made too early to 
take lightbulbs so we don’t 
even have to change those. 

“It uses lot of electricity 
and makes quite a bit of noise 
but we have never thought 


about getting rid of it.” 

Mr Pasley-Taylor uses the 
fridge to store all sorts of food 
and although he had another 
fridge from John Lewis, he 
said he preferred his old one. 

He said: “It’s a bit of a fami¬ 
ly heirloom now. We’ve never 
thought of disposing of it. It’s 
a bit of history and for as long 
as it works I plan to use it.”

MP angry at 
killer’s appeal 


MP Philip Hollobone 
says an appeal lodged 
by a convicted killer 
against his 10-year sen¬ 
tence makes him feel 
sick. 

Mr Hollobone has 
backed Kettering mum 
Gill Veysey who is furi¬ 
ous that the man who 
stabbed her son Darren 
Glen 12 times is trying 
to have his sentence cut. 
He said Denim Denver 
Rainford should serve 
the full 10 years he was 
sentenced to for Dar¬ 
ren’s manslaughter and 
has submitted a bill to 
parliament calling for 
criminals to serve the 
full term of their custo¬ 
dial sentences. 

Mr Hollobone said: “It 
makes me sick. This is 
a very bad person who 
should spend at least 10 
years inside. I’d have 
him breaking rocks 
while he’s there.” 



Mr Hollobone (above) 
put forward the Sen¬ 
tencing (Reform) Bill in 
Parliament in July call¬ 
ing for an end to early 
release from prison. He 
said: “It seems like we 
have no effective sen¬ 
tencing at the moment. 
People are not being 
deterred from crime by 
the sentences they are 
given. We should be 
building more prison 
places in my opinion. 

“If you look around 
the world at the ratio of 
prisoners compared to 


offences committed we 
have one of the lowest 
ratios. You have to com¬ 
mit lots of offences to go 
to prison in this coun¬ 
try, and that’s not the 
case elsewhere.” 

The coalition govern¬ 
ment is proposing to 
reduce prison cell num¬ 
bers by 5,000 as a cost¬ 
cutting measure, with 
more criminals receiv¬ 
ing community punish¬ 
ment orders as a result. 

Figures released by 
the Ministry of Justice 
this month showed re¬ 
offending rates were 
higher than 70 per cent 
in some parts of the 
country with more than 
a quarter of inmates at 
Wellingborough prison 
going on to re-offend. 

Mr Hollobone said: 
“There is a clear cor¬ 
relation between the 
length of sentences and 
the reoffending rate.”

ennes) and the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the 
sixth film, strikes an even darker, 
gloomier tone for his imagining of 
the seventh book, leavened with 
occasional flashes of humour such 
as when Mad-Eye Moody (Brendan 
Gleeson) warns his fellow wizards 
that the magical Polyjuice Potion 
tastes like something unsavoury a 
goblin might produce. 

Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains 
faithful to Rowling’s hefty tome but 
is allowed brief moments of artistic 
licence. 

Thus, we see Harry and Hermione 


tenderly dancing together and 
Voldemort preys upon Ron’s inse¬ 
curities and jealousy by taunting 
him with a vision of a naked Harry 
and Hermione locked in a steamy 
embrace, their blushes spared by 
swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The film is certificate 12A for a 
reason. 

Even more startling is a stylish 
animated sequence that recounts 
The Tale Of The Three Brothers 
from Hermione’s copy of The Tales 
Of Beedle The Bard, which explains 
the meaning of the Deathly Hallows. 
The nefarious Lord Voldemort and 
his followers, including Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs), 
continue to grow in power, threat¬ 
ening everything that Dumbledore 
(Michael Gambon) and his followers 
hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, 
Ron and Hermione embark on a 
perilous quest to track down the 
mysterious Horcruxes and stop 


the forces of darkness from taking 
a stranglehold over the wizarding 
world. 

Originally intended for release in 
3D, Harry Potter And The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 1 will only screen 
in traditional 2D after the techni¬ 
cal wizards at Warner Bros were 
unable to convert this first instal¬ 
ment to the eye-popping format in 
time for the worldwide release on 
November 19. 

In some ways it’s a blessing because 
the film’s running time of 146 
minutes would mean eye strain for 
younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely 
screen in 3D, ensuring Harry, Ron 
and Hermione conclude their epic 
quest with a bang. 

Several sequences in David Yates’s 
film have clearly been designed with 
the format in mind, such as when 
Voldemort’s snake Nagini springs 
at the camera, fangs bared. 
Similarly, the opening battle over 
the skies of London and through 


motorway traffic would be even 
more breathtaking with audiences 
swerving in their seats to avoid 
oncoming traffic. 

Radcliffe’s limited acting range 
draws unwelcome attention and he 
is unable to convey the grief of his 
teenage hero. 

Meanwhile, Watson blossoms, cap¬ 
turing the heartbreak of a Mudblood 
who may lose everything in the 
final reckoning, and Grint provides 
comic relief as well as mild sexual 
tension as Ron wrestles with his 
feelings for Hermione. 

Fiennes glowers with menacing 
intent behind his flawless make-up 
and Yates seamlessly melds visual 
effects and live action, not least with 
the re-introduction of Dobby (voiced 
by Toby Jones). 

Part 1 concludes with good and 
evil evenly balanced, both sides 
having suffered losses in pursuit of 
ultimate victory. The release of Part 
2 on July 15,2011, seems an agonis¬ 
ingly long way off.

Audi gets rowdy 


I N March 1980, a car was 
unveiled that would shape the 
future of a company, ultimately 
propelling it to the pinnacle of 
the prestige car market. The Audi 
Quattro grew into an icon and 
was instrumental in giving its 
manufacturer the impetus for a 
dramatic growth spurt of its own. 
30 years on, at the 2010 edition 
of the same Geneva Motorshow 
that launched the Quattro, pride 
of place was assigned to the RS5. 
Nobody would claim that this car 
could have anything approaching 
the same impact but there’s defi¬ 
nite symmetry here. We’re dealing 
with another two-door Audi coupe 
with breathtaking performance, 
bags of attitude and, unavoidably, 
four-wheel-drive. 

Developed by its performance 
engineering subsidiary, quat¬ 
tro GmbH, Audi’s RS models are 
highly specialised versions of 
its mainstream production cars. 

In this case, the RS5 is based on 
the A5 coupe. The RS badge can 
be traced back to the RS 2 Avant 
which was developed in partner¬ 
ship with Porsche and sold in 
the mid-1990s but for a while 
after that, the ultimate perform¬ 
ance Audis failed to hit the same 
heights. That changed with the 
RS4 of 2006, a genuine BMW M3 
challenger, and the mind-boggling 
power of the 2008 RS6. Can the RS5 
take things to the next level? 

Audi has been turning more and 
more to turbocharged powerplants 
in its faster cars but the RS5 sticks 
with good old cubic capacity. 
Mounted at the front of its quattro 
all-wheel-drive chassis is a 4.2- 
litre V8 incorporating technology 
from the V10 FSI unit in the R8 su¬ 
percar. The peak power output of 
444bhp is achieved at the engine’s 
8,250rpm maximum and 430Nm of 
torque is on stream between 4,000 
and 6,000rpm. Against the clock, 
the RS5 will blast to 62mph in 4.6s 
and would comfortably exceed 
155mph were the artificial limiter 
ever to doze off on the job. 

S-tronic dual clutch gearbox 
technology is rapidly becoming as 
commonplace as quattro all-wheel- 
drive across Audi’s various model 
lines and the fact that it’s fitted 
to the RS5 underlines the faith 
the manufacturer has in it. This 
particular unit is a seven-speed 
transmission specially strength¬ 
ened to cope in the company of the 
RS5’s formidable engine. With two 
clutches working on different sets 


of gears, the technology is able 
to pre-engage the gear it thinks 
will be selected next. This makes 
for lightening fast shifting via 
the wheel-mounted paddles or by 
nudging the gear lever. There are 
Automatic, Comfort and Dynamic 
modes to choose from when the 
doing the shifting for you and a 
launch control setting which will 
get you close to optimum accelera¬ 
tion off the line. 

The standard Audi A5 is a 
beautiful and understated car 
but whether you could pay either 
complement to the RS5 is open to 
debate. Understated it certainly 
isn’t. Aggressive air intakes and 
a matt aluminium splitter mark 
out the front end, the wheelarches 
bulge imposingly and at the rear 
are two of the largest exhausts 
you’ll have ever seen mounted 
either side of a large diffuser. 
There’s a spoiler in the tailgate 
that extends at 75mph, tucking 
itself away again when you drop 
below 50mph, so even if you aren’t 
breaking the speed limit, the po¬ 
lice will know that you have been. 

The cabin is based around the 
black leather and exposed carbon 
fibre theme we’ve seen before on 
RS models. In addition to fea¬ 
tures found on other A5s, there’s 
an oil temperature gauge and a 
timer for track use. Electrically 
adjustable super sports seats with 
pronounced side sections and 
integrated head restraints are 
standard, as of course are com¬ 
forts such as a 180-watt CD sound 
system, deluxe three-zone climate 
control, the Audi Parking System 
Plus with front and rear sensors, 
tyre pressure monitoring and an 
RS multi-function steering wheel 
with aluminium-look gearshift 
paddles. _ 

To 



RS5 chassis is merely advanced 
would be to do it a disservice. The 
car features the latest quattro 
all-wheel-drive technology with a 
crown-gear centre differential and 
Audi’s sport differential between 
the rear wheels. Under normal 
conditions, power is distributed 
40:60 between the front and rear 
wheels but the crown-gear dif¬ 
ferential can automatically send 
as much as 70% forward or 80% 
rearward as the situation dic¬ 
tates. The sport differential then 
distributes power between the two 
rear wheels to further enhance 
stability and traction. 

The Dynamic Ride Control 
interlinks each of the car’s shock 
absorbers with its counterpart on 
the opposite corner of the vehicle 
via a central valve and is calibrat¬ 
ed to provide extra damping force 
when required. The driver can 
select Comfort, Dynamic 
and Sport modes 
according 
to the 


firmness of the damping required. 
The car rides 20mm lower than 
a standard A5 on its 19” alloy 
wheels. 

When Audi launched the 
Quattro in 1980, it had just two 
model lines. Today, it’s well into 
double figures and expanding with 
‘quattro’ all-wheel-drive technol¬ 
ogy present in every range. It’s 
also viewed as a serious rival to 
the prestige car market kingpins 
BMW and Mercedes-Benz with the 
burning ambition to surpass them. 
Cars like the RS5 are crucial to 
this, not because they’re going to 
generate huge sales or profits but 
because they generate interest. By 
being seen to take the BMW M3 
and the Mercedes C63 AMG down 
a peg or two, the RS5 can enhance 
the profile of the A5 coupe and 
A4 saloon models which actually 
bring home the bacon. 


The work Audi did on the 
exhaust system and the aerody¬ 
namics of the RS5 to enhance its 
performance also helped improve 
its fuel economy. In addition, car’s 
entire drive train has been de¬ 
signed to minimise friction losses 
and a brake energy recovery 
system is installed. An RS5 still 
isn’t going to be cheap to run but 
the official combined economy of 
26mpg could have been worse. 

That Audi means business with 
its RS5 is beyond dispute. The car 
comes laden with advanced tech¬ 
nology to help the driver get the 
most from its blistering perform¬ 
ance and sporting a pricetag sub¬ 
stantially higher than rivals from 
BMW and Mercedes. Arriving 30 
years after the original Audi Quat¬ 
tro, the RS5 would do well to be re¬ 
membered half as fondly but if the 
intention was to shake things up 
in the performance coupe world, 
its success looks guaranteed. 

Packing the latest quattro all¬ 
wheel-drive system, the S tronic 
dual-clutch gearbox, Dynamic 
Ride Control suspension and 
all manner of other high-tech 
features, the RS5 is a car with its 
sights set high.

ABDUL OSMAN’S three-game sus¬ 
pension has been overturned and the 
Cobblers midfielder will be available 
for selection for Saturday’s npower 
League Two trip to struggling Bar- 
net. 

Osman was sent off in Saturday’s 
home draw with Port Vale, and al¬ 
though the dismissal stands, he will 
not have to serve any kind of ban as 
a result of it. 

That means he will be clear to play 
in all three of the fixtures he was ex¬ 
pected to miss - Saturday’s game at 
Underhill, the npower League Two 
clash at Rotherham on Tuesday night, 
and next week¬ 
end’s FA Cup 
second-round tie 
against Sheffield 
Wednesday at

lodged an appeal 
against the deci¬ 
sion on Monday

In theory, if he is sent off for vio¬ 
lent conduct again this season, he 
could serve a four-game ban. 

Sampson was understandably 
delighted to have the services of a 
midfielder who has been a key fac¬ 
tor in the team’s recent revival for a 
hat-trick of potentially tricky away 
games.

SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder 
never doubted Chris Ash¬ 
ton would come through his 
troubled spell in rugby union 
to become an England star. 

Just over a year ago Ashton was 
thinking of returning to rugby 
league as he struggled to get into 
the Saints side after a disastrous 
first season in the Premiership. 

But on Saturday Ashton scored 
one of the greatest England tries in 
history as Martin Johnson’s men 
beat Australia 35-18. The 23-year-old 
has become a global star because of 
the 90-metre run for the try, but it 
could have been very different if he 
hadn’t followed his late father’s ad¬ 
vice and stuck at the 15-man game. 


Mallinder said: “I never doubted 
his ability to come through, it was 
just when he was going to do it.

He was learning 
in the first division, but probably 
not as well and as much as prob¬ 
ably what was required. 

“In hindsight it may have been 
better if we had been in the Pre¬ 
miership and then his hopes and 
expectations wouldn’t have been 
quite as high. But as it happened he 
started by scoring a lot tries when 
we were on the front foot, which 
was easy. 

“He then had to learn his lessons 
when we did see a bit of a dip in his 
confidence, but thankfully he has 
come through that.” 


Mallinder doesn’t believe 
dence will be a problem for Ashton 
now, though but he will have to 
cope with being a marked man. 

“That performance will help his 
confidence,” said Mallinder. 

“And because of that and be¬ 
cause he has scored that try he has 
become talked about.
